This is a new work by the librarian of 
the British Council who, “although outside 
the book trade proper,” claims “that the 
detachment of a broad general viewpoint 
is a not unsuitable qualification” for au- 
thorship. 

The scope of the encyclopedia is given 
in the subtitle, and the work is described 
by the publisher as “an alphabetical glos- 
sary containing some 2,600 definitions .. . 
with over 500 illustrations, including color 
and gravure plates.” Excluded are “adver- 
tising, newspaper work and other aspects 
of commercial printing.” 

Translations from Grafisk Uppslagsbok, 
a Swedish manual of the graphic arts pub- 
lished in Stockholm in 1951, have been in- 
cluded in this work. Translations of ex- 
tracts which have been combined with 
notes of the author are identified (with 
G.U.); translations which he merely edited 
are signed (G.U.). Assistance in the com- 
pilation, checking, and revision was pro- 
vided by Dr. Muriel Lock, the bibliog- 
rapher, and Lewis G. Kitcat. Their

Entries vary in length from a two-to 
three-line explanation of terms, e.g.,

Entries are 
arranged word by word. 

At the end of 15 letters of the alphabet 
there is a short section called Addenda. 
There are 38 such articles in all. For eight 
of them there is a cross reference from the 
Addenda to the main article; for two, a 
reference from the main article to the Ad- 
denda. However, since there is no reference 
to the Addenda either in the prefatory 
pages or on the book cover, and since there 
is no index to the entire work, many entries 
may well be missed. It is hoped that in a 
new edition the Addenda will be incor- 
porated in the main alphabet. 

The encyclopedia is comprehensive in 
scope. It includes definitions of terms used 
in the book world, abbreviations, symbols 
used in astronomy, botany, and meteorol- 
ogy, information on national and interna- 
tional book organizations, and brief de- 
scriptions of national bibliographies. There 
are biographical entries for printers, bib- 
liophiles, illustrators, inventors, illumi- 
nators, papermakers, publishers, type 
founders and designers, and cartographers. 
There are many long well-illustrated ar- 
ticles on such subjects as linotype, stereo- 
type, letterpress machines, styles and 
forms of letters, and blockmaking. 

As previously noted, there is no index 
to the work, but cross references are gen- 
erally adequate. Three kinds of references 
are used: see references, qg.v.’s used gen- 
erally within an article to refer to related 
material, and see also references at the 
end of articles to related subjects. 

Five appendixes cover Some Type Spec- 
imens, Latin Place Names as Used in Im- 
prints of Early Printed Books, The Con- 
temporary Private Press, Proof Correction 
Symbols, and A Short Reading List 
“limited to works consulted in the prepara- 
tion of the Glossary.” The reading list is 
classified to cover general reference books,

categories in printing, manuscripts, book- 
binding, papermaking, and publishing and 
the book trade. It includes 33 titles pub- 
lished in 1956 or later and 4 titles published 
in 1960. In addition te the reading list, 
reference is made in some of the short ar- 
ticles to a book on the subject. 

Articles are well written and are easy 
to comprehend. 

Illustrations are numerous and excellent. 
They are well chosen to supplement the 
text. For example, there are photographs 
of backing by hand and collating marks, 
line drawings of tools for use in mechanical 
tinting, forms of the cross available as 
types, and devices of famous early printers. 
Outstanding color plates are those illus- 
trating marbling, three-color analysis, and 
three-color reproduction. 

The print and paper are good; margins 
are satisfactory. Headings are in heavy 
black type; see and see also references are 
given in italics. 

This work is mainly concerned with 
British interests; spelling is British. One 
finds Bibliographical Society (London), 
but not the American Bibliographical So- 
ciety; Copyright Act (British) and Copy- 
right in America “for non-US. citizens.” 
One finds Oxford University Press and 
Cambridge University Press, but no entries 
for outstanding university presses in the 
United States. American interests are in- 
cluded to a limited extent. “Biographical 
notes on the more important personalities 
of the book world” include Americans of 
international interest, e.g., Henry Clay Fol- 
ger, Frederick W. Goudy, Henry E. Hunt- 
ington, James Lenox, Bruce Rogers, and 
Abraham S. W. Rosenbach. Caldecott 
Medal is included, but no mention is made 
of the Newbery Medal. The article on 
Joseph Sabin mentions his “most compre- 
hensive bibliography of Americana ‘Bib- 


liotheca Americana’. . .” but there is no 
entry under the title, although other 
American bibliographies are included in 
their proper place in the alphabet. Neither 
Charles Evans nor his American Bibliog- 
raphy is found in the encyclopedia. 

In spite of not attempting to cover Amer- 
ican subjects consistently, An Encyclopedia 
of the Book is a comprehensive, authorita- 
tive, well-edited work with outstanding 
illustrations. It is recommended for public, 
college, and university libraries and for 
rare book collections.
